Muslims need to take ablution before performing ^ ` 
prayers in the mosque. For this purpose, 560 pipes 
were specially designed by using electronic device. 
The water from the pipes would automically flow 
when you put your palm under them and they 
would immediately stop when you take your 
hands away. This unique facillity can save water 
consumption tremendously. 


Water fountains can be found inside the mosque. 
Some of these water fountains can shoot up to 

100 feet high. Visitors can also find water fountains 
on the first floor shooting up in a star like manner 
which can easily be converted to function as an 
ablution area when needed.
